_1n_this manner ended a Confpiracy for fubverting 
the Conftitution, under the {pecious Prerence of the 
Publick Goed ; the ftale Artifice, which the Heads of 
Factions always make uſe of, to inveigle the People 
into their Meafures, and to make them the Inftru- 
ments of their own Deftruction ; but as it is the 
nature of Ambition to be always violent and ime 
paticnt, fo it isthe common Fate of thofe whofe 
Actions are governed by that Motive only, to be ge · 
nerally too precipitate in their Meafures, and to 
throw off the Mask before the Time. This was 
manifeftly the Error of the Earl of Leicefer ; Wis ins 
ordinate Love of Power, dilcovered itfe.f too foon; 
the Authority that he afflumed over his Companions, 
raifed a Jealoufy and Diftruft among them, which 
defeated all his s, and endedin his Ruin. For 
thofe who are engaged in Confederacies of this Kind, 
will fooner concur to reftore the old Eftabiithmenr, 
than {uffer themfelves to be fhurout of their Share of 
Power in the new One, which they had proje Sted, by 
the Preheminence of one above t eRe: for where 
all look upon themfelves to be Equals, none will bear 
a Superior. 

Rapin, who fpcaks more fayourably of the Earl 
of Leicefer, than any other Hiftorian, owns, that it 
cannot be denied, that he abufed the Power which 
he had acquired, and the Truft which his Friends 
and Colleagues had placed in him ; that he difcover’d 
by his Conduct, that he was not { great an Enemy 
to arbitrary Power, as he pretended when he formed 
this Confederacy ; and that, if in taking up Arms 
againit the King his Sovereign and Benefattor, he 
was fway'd wholly bv Ambition (which I think there 
can be no Reafon to doubr, even according to this 
Hiftorian’s own Account) his Ingratitude againt a 
Prince, who had loaded him with Bounties and 
Favours, can never be enough detefted.
